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EDITORIAL 


Victory - Now What? 


On December 18th the final decree to enjoin the 24 dental laboratories 
which have been found guilty of the violation of the Illinois State Dental 
Practice Act, was entered by Judge Marovitz when he upheld the decision of 
Judge Padden. After years of legal effort to bring these men who have been 
practicing dentistry illegally to the bar of justice we have had our efforts re- 
warded. The case was appealed to the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois 
which upheld the constitutionality of the Dental Practice Act. It was further 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the United States which refused to review 
and a second appeal, for a re-hearing, to the Supreme Court was denied. We 
can truly say victory for the health and welfare of the people of the State of 
Illinois is ours. 

To the officers and the Board members, upon whose shoulders lay the re- 
sponsibility for the decision first to go forward with the plan, for their faith 
and perseverance through many an hour of crisis when things really looked 
almost hopeless, our deep gratitude for a job well done. To the committeemen 
and members who devoted countless hours in gathering evidence, giving every 
aid as the need arose, the sincere thanks of a grateful Society. To the entire 
office force for their complete cooperation and willingness to ever be of help, 
our sincere appreciation and gratitude. To our able and effective legal firm of 
Peterson, Rall, Conley & Ross and their brilliant member, Mr. John Porter, 
through whose legal acumen we were able to overcome every possible legal road- 
block, our eternal thanks. To everyone who in any small way contributed to 
this victory of justice and for the health and welfare of the people of this great 
state of ours, our deep appreciation. 


Lest we forget, we must express our appreciation to the officers and council- 
men and members of the Illinois State Dental Society for their valuable aid both 
financial and advisory. It did much to aid in solving our great problem. Thanks! 


Now that we are over the first hurdle, where do we go from here? The fight 
has just begun. In the few lines that follow, the writer attempts to suggest and 
to outline three or four activities essential to wiping out to a great degree this 
danger to the health of our people. 


1. Proper law enforcement by the powers intrusted with that responsibility, 
the Department of Registration and Education and the State’s attorney in each 
county. Without this there can be no real progress. Education may be effective 
for many and sufficient, another segment will be deterred from law violation 
because of the penalty, and still a lesser percentage can only be kept from illegal 
action by being jailed and thus removed from circulation. What we need 
is the same kind of treatment we use for those who steal, rob, or otherwise 
violate the criminal code. These men are equally dangerous. 


2. Make every effort to aid the law enforcement agencies to track down the 
violators—know the laboratory with whom you do business; write specific in- 
structions to your laboratory; under no circumstances send your patient to 
the laboratory; give as prompt service to the patient as possible. 


3. Make every effort to cooperate with the ethical laboratory. Don’t let price 
govern your choice of laboratory. (Continued next page) 
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4. Make it your civic responsibility to know the State legislator in your 
district, as well as the State senator. If he is a man worthy of your support 
keep him informed. Keep yourself informed as to dentistry’s legislative needs. If 
you are well enough acquainted with your legislator, send your name and his to 
the Society office. We need good contact men and the best kinds are the personal 
and professional contacts. Remember it was the fine legislators who had the 


welfare of the people at heart who defeated Bill 1118, in spite of tremendous 
pressure. 


5. Join with other professions and crafts covered by the Department of 
Registration in procuring sufficient funds to provide adequate investigative and 
legal funds for the Department so it can do a job. One attorney and one or two 
investigators to police the 24 professions and crafts is woefully insufficient. 

These are but a few of the things that you and I, as members of this great 


profession of ours, must do if the victory we have won at such — cost of 
time and money is to accomplish its purpose. 


There are other things in the process of formulation or in active use that 
will help meet the problems that confront us. One is the accreditation plan 
of the Joint Committee of the Illinois State Dental Society and the Dental 
Laboratory Association of Illinois, under which the ethical laboratories which 
meet the standards that have been established will be designated. This should 
help to better acquaint the profession with those laboratories that are okay. 
However, this may be very helpful but it is no substitute for proper law enforce- 
ment. 


Therefore, may you and I resolve at the beginning of 1957 that we shall do 
everything to cooperate in every way possible to see that our hard-earned victory 
is just the beginning of a fight to wipe out the scourge of the illegal practice of 
dentistry ; that a militant, dedicated, ever-alert profession will do everything in 
its power to protect the health and welfare of the people of the State of Illinois 
and to prove that we are worthy of that trust by rendering the best possible 
service. Then we will know that we have fought the good fight and that we can 
be proud to be members of the dental profession.

WILLIAM P. SCHOEN, JR.
